SINO Siso, July 7.—The electrocution of 


tho four murderers, Hloonm, Smiler, Wood 
and Jugiro. was done tbia morning. Slo- 
oum was killed at 4:12%, Smitf r At 5:14, 
Wood at 5:39 and Jugiro at 0:00. 


One of the witnesses of the affair gives 


Ibo following account of the occurrences in 
the death chamber: "After the experts had 
tested the electric current nud found every- 
thing" in order, Warden Browc, Deputy 
Warden Connaughton and two deputies 
t"xu entered gUie death cell building 
Slocum waa selected as the first victim and 
h« (.tapped out of his cell with alacrity 
Slocuin balled at the Warden's ooinmanc 
just on the edge of the mbber mat which 
was to protect those who were to wnloh his 
life RO out. 
The doomed man's gaze was 


riveted on the chair. 
Then it wandered t( 


the dangling wire an,I the closet from 
which it- was suspended. 
Back to the 


chair it came, lika a needle to the magnet 
and be started as though he hod reciiver 
a shock from the iiiro wh«n the Warder 
began reading th« death warrant. Th< 
witnesses were grouped to the left of tbe 
chair, the scieutista stood in front of th 
switchboard watching tbe cnrrent. 
Tbe 


executioner was Leard to rise from 
chair in the closet and place himself ready 
to do his duty. 
With an attempt at a 


smile Slocum seated himself in tbe cbai 
and leaned his head back against the rub 
her rest as though he was simply prep'ir 
ins to be shaved. 
The foiced smile re 


mained on hia face, while Conoaughton 
began fastening the straps. The str»p 
crossed and recrosatd the body, and the 
legs were tightly bound to a foot res'

ngistered 1,600 volts. 
Prof. Laudy's band 


grasped tho handle of tbe switch wbiul 
turned the current into the wires in tbe dec 
trocntioner'ri closet. Warden Brown raiae( 
his hand and Prof. Landy turned tb 
switch. The Warden tapped on tbs close 
and the unknown inside' gave a quick pnl 
to the lever. Tbe electric fluid was re 
leased before ihe Bound of the tap reached 
Slocnm's ears and *ped through bis body 
There was not a tremor of the body as tbe 
physician counted tbe seconds, and when 
Prof. Landy turned off tbe current tilocum 
sit rigid and lifeless in the chair. 


Wh-n the electrodes were removed i 


was discovered that the skull and leg wen 
slightly burned, but there was no smell o 
roasting flnsb, snob as made the Kemmle: 
electrocution so horrible.

back into a rear roots. 


Smiler did not hesitate when told hi 


hour bad come, but when tha death obai 
appeared before him he almost fell to the 
floor. His knees knocked together and bo 
for the support of his spirituil advisers he 
would certainly have collapsed.

Browu quickly read the death warrant auc 
8 niler was hastily seated in tbe chnir. Hi 
face took on a ghastly hue and Connaugh 
ton got no assistance from bis victim in 
arranging the straps. Smiler was bonne 
and the electrodes applied in a much 
briefer time than Slocnm's and in a few 
seconds Smiler was also dead. The same 
slight burning under the electrodes was no- 
ticed as in Slooam'a case. 


Wood betrayed no emotion when he 


guzert on the chair, but kept his eyes fixec 
on tbe crucifix. 
He sat down in the cbaii 


difidently and the binding was accom 
plished so quickly that it was only 24 min- 
utes from Smiler's end until death came to 
him.

There was nothing to cause nausea, anc 
death came to its victims so quickly that 
it was all over before they realized it. 


Jugiro at first ro'nsed to leave bis cell, 


but when Connangnton said: "Come on 
Joe, be a brave man," the Jap walked onl 
quietly. Two additional keepers m.irohed, 
one on each side of the Jap. 
The Jap did 


not seem to comprehend the purpose of 
;he chair, a .id seated himself without pro 
!est. The cnrrent was allowed to remain 
on the Jap's body about three seconds 
anger than in contict with the others. 
Accordingly his skull aud leg were strongly 
marked by the electrodxs.

Senator Stewart's .Reply "to Clews. 


JODHN\L'S Special Washington Correspondent. 


The polemics of the gold trust do not ap- 


pear so well equipped with material to com- 
bat the arguments of Senator Stewatt for 
the free coinage of silver as was imagined. 
Their efforts in that direction are labored 
and far-fetched, and entirely foreign to the 
point in view. It was supposed that enough 
advocates of the gold standard could be 
found to enter the contest as to make it 
possible for the debate to proceed regularly 
each day. Snob, however, is not the case, 
for it took the last nrguer on that side 
three days before he was ready to hand in 
his paper to the editor of the Evening Tele, 
gram. The public are not compelled to 
wait for the silver champion's replies, as 
his writings aro in the editor's hnnds a 
couple of hours before they aro needed to 
appear in print the duy following those of 
bis opponents. 


Those who have BO far entered the field 


seetu to be completely exhausted of facts 
with which to contend against the disqui- 
sitions oi our distingviiahed Nevada Sena- 
tor, for they deal in nothing but abuse and 
epithet?. They expend their whole argu- 
ment in an endeavor to demonstrate that 
the advocacy of free coinage is a scheme of 
the mine owners to enhance the price of 
the silver thej have for solo, to tha disad- 
vantage of the farmer and laborer, and to 
the detriment of the credit of the Nation; 
and dominate them and tbojo who want 
more money as "selfish petty, clique of 
misguided inflationists. 


Henry Clews, the prominent New Yorli 


banker and financial critic, answered Sen- 
ator Stewart's last article. 
loiudulging in 


the above-quoted epithets, Mr. Clews un- 
doubtedly thought there was but one side 
to the question at issue, ami therefore felt 
himself justified in wallowing in vitupera- 
tion. The discussion has attracted geiierm 
attention, and the people are sure to per- 
ceive tbe weakness and the style of the or- 
gurnet.: of tho gold men, The following 
merited tetort to Mr. Clews by Senator 
Stewart is apropos: 


VITfJPEitATION NOT AEODMENT. 


Mr. Clews substitutes abuse for argu- 


ments. This weakens his case. He ad- 
mits the necessity of bimetalism, but failr 
to present a plan for the restoration oi 
silver. He calls those who have agitated 
the question and have secured all the log 
islation which has been obtained lookiup 
to the restoration of silver, an ignorant, 
supercilious, 
boasting, 
selfish, 
pettj 


clique. 


What would have been the financial con- 


dition of the country without tho silver cer- 
tificates and Treasury notes representing 
silver now in circulation? 
What is there 


in the efforts of the silver men to bring 
this great question to tbo attention of tbe 
country, which justifies Mr. Clewa in tht 
epithets he uses? He states no wrong the} 
have done. Why should he be anxious for 
their 
suppression 
or 
extermination? 


Epithets and abuses are not argument, and 
will not benefit his cause. His boast cf 
wisdom and common sense is not sustained 
by bis article. One would suppose that b> 
is either ignorant of the question tinder 
consideration, or is endeavoring to avoid 
tbe issue by vituperation. 
He seems to 


have adopted the tactics of the criminal 
who had no defence, but as a last resort 
told his lawyer to abuse the counsel on the 
other side. 


Avarice may destroy charity, benevolence 


and a just regard for the rights of others 
but it shoald not deptive a man of bis rea- 
soning faculties or render him incapable of 
imitating good manners. I am disposed to 
be charitable to him, and to give him an 
opportunity lo display the reason and com- 
mon souse of which he boasts. 
I cannot 


accept iho conclusion, although the evi 
dence seems overwhelming, that when hif 
supply of vituperation is exhausted, he will 
be bereft of reason. 


In tbe hope that Mr. Clews will treat the 


subject with fairness, I will repeat for his 
information the question under considera- 
tion—is there gold enough to supply the 
legitimate demand for money of final re 
demption of payment to sustain the credit 
and business of (he commercial world? II 
not, how shall the deficiency be supplied? 
I agree with Mr. Clews that bimelalism is 
a necessity, but differ with him as to the 
mode of establishing it, if I understand 
what he proposes. 


INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT IMPOSSIBLE. 


Au international agreement is impossi- 


ble. 
We have been trying that for many 


years without success. 
We sent uommis 


sioners afrer commissioners to Europe to 
invite joint notion to restore silver. They 
all returned with tbo samo story—that Eu- 
rope is opposed to bimetalism. We have 
already waited eighteen years and suffered 
tbe loss of untold millions by contraction 
in hard times. Shall wo continue to wait, 
or shall we bo the first to act in restoring 
silver? 


Tue United States took tbe lead before 


Germany in demonetizing silver. 
Why 


should we cot be the first to right the 
wrong? 
Tbe silver dollar was omitted 


from the Mint Act of 1873, without tbe 
knowledge or consent of tbe American peo- 
ple, before auy country in Continental 
Europe rejected the white metil. 
They 


followed our bad example in demonetizing 
silver; I see no reason why they would not 
follow a good example if we had the cour- 
age and honesty to set one for them. 
The 


farmers and producers of this country are 
tired of waiting for Europe to relieve them. 
Their debts were more than doubled, while 
tbe price of tbeir propt-rt) was reduced 
more than one-half by the demonetization 
of silver.

England is a creditor nation and com- 


oels her debtor.-i, largely citizens of the 
United States, to pay her in the dearest 
possible money. 
She boldly declares that 


tier object in adhering to the gold standard 
is to maintain her position of financial 
supremacy and increase tbe obligations of 
her debtors. 
She also proclaimed by the 


unanimous voice of her Boyal Commission 
that cheap silver was stimulating the pro- 
duction of wheat and cotton in India, and 
furnishing cheap bread stuffs for England, 
while it was liberating tbe British nation 
from paying tribute to the United States 
for farm products. 


It is idle to suppose the ruling classes of 


Great Britain will surrender the advantage 
cheap silver gives them over the people ol 
the United States. Notwithstanding the 
certainty that Great Britain will not con- 
asiu to bimetalism, the dealers in money 
ID this metropolis tell the producers ol 
the United Stiles that they must submit to 
contraction, hard times and poverty until 
England will consent to free coinage and 
join in on international combination for 
that purpose. They know aha will not do 
it. The argument is justly viewed by the 
masses as an attempt to deceive. 
They 


understand the cituation. 


The bankers and brokers of Wall street 


buy, sell and invest on European account. 
A large and influential portion of their 
clients and employes are on tbe other side 
of the Atlantic. Tbe approval of tbeir 
patrons is vastly more important to them 
than the prosperity of the people of the 
United States. 


FOB P.ESTOBATION OF SII.VEB. 


When Mr. Clews belittles the silver men 


by epithets, he should bear in mind that 
three-fourths of tho voters west of the 
Alleghaniea and South of the Potomac, 
and a large portion of those north and east 
of those points favor the restoration of 
silver. Nothing has prevented free coin- 
age at any time since the' discovery was 
ruado that silver had been demonetized ex- 
cept the veto power. If the dealers in
